THE BEHRING SEA AWARD. 


Thr Damage Findings of the Interna- 


tional Commission, 


Washington, Dec, 24.—The finding of 
the British-A morican Commission, 
chosen to assess the damage for seizures 
of British ships in Behring Sea, have 
been received by the State Department 
and the British Embassy. The strictest 
roticence is maintained, however, on the 
general character of tho finding, though 
it is admitted that the total of the award 
against the United States is $464,000, 
which includes principal and intorest. 
A separate statement of the award, 
divided into principal and interest, is 
refused at this time. 

In order to sayoid misapprobension it 
should be understood that the finding 
against this Government is no surprise, 
that being a certainty under the finding 
of the Paris Court of Arbitration that 
the United States had no right to close 
Behring Sea against foreign ships. The 
International Commission's only duty 
was toassess the amount of the damages. 
The amount alluwed is considered to 
some extent a vindication of the State 
Department, which had sought to settle 
the question without a commission for 
$425,000, Tho award now mado exceeds 
this sum considerably, and bosides this 
there will be the oxponse of the arbitra- 
tion and also the possible ostablishmont 
of some unfortunate precedents as to tho 
obligation of the United States to pay 
estimated or prospeetive damages, 

Tho controversy has occupied the atten- 
tion of the authorities here and in Lon- 
don for cloyen years. At the outset the 
tone of the controversy was very bolli- 
gerent, suggesting a possible resors to 
arms, ‘This was following the seizure by 
the United States steamer Corwin of the 
British steamers Carolina and Thornton, 
on Aug. 1, 1886. Tho facts of the seizure 
were not known until somo tine later, 
and in the meantime the Corwin had 
taken the Onward and Favorite. Tho 
anmeo policy of seizure and confiscatioun 
continued during the noxt sealing season, 
dospite tho protests of Groat Britain, 
tho United States cutter Richard Rush 
taking the Sayward, Grace, Anna Book,

SELECTION OF BREED. 
‘ 


The Plymouth Rocks Are Among the 
Hest For All Purposes. 

If it is decided to keep but one breed 
for all purpose uses, says 8 writer in an 
exchange, the old reliable Plymouth 
Rook will fill the bill with » atis 
faction than any other breed. ood lay 
ers, good mothers and good table birds, 
they combine all the money making 
qualities They are hardy, naturally 
healthy, easily kept, good foragers and 
equally happy in confinement or on 
rant Besides, they are the universally 
popular breed. They are better known, 
more gunerally kept and more adyer- 
tised than any other breed. This makes 
them on additional source of profit, as 
itis pever a great effort to sell them.

ican public. On the contrary, they 
have made a strong progressive march 
into public favor, and today they are 
more sought for than any other variety 
As utility fowls they are placed at the 
top of tho list, and as show birds they 
are usually the mo »portaut breed in 
the exhibition hall, 

Now, if the beginner bas settled on 
the Plymouth Rock, it becomes neces 
sary that he proceed at once to study 
their nature. In the first pl: they, 
like all other breeds, should have com- 
fortable quarters. It is poor economy to 
honse any fowls in slimsy, shedlike 
structures, 
Weather proof, Warm, substantial hen- 
houses inean a saving in feed and an 
increase in eggs. 


But wrtificially heated houses lead to i 


pwumpered stock, which will destroy, in 
’ great degree, their natural hardiness 
and vigor. Every precaution should be 
taken to construct houses as warm as 
bourds, paper, lath and plaster can make 
them, also to locate them in @ sheltered 
spot, where bank of earth, hill or 
bunch of trees will act as a windbreak. 
They should be kept perfectly dry and 
free from dampness; therefore a slight 
rise of ground which constitutes natur- 
ul drainage is the best site. The front 
should face the south or southeast, thus 
to caich the warm sun in winter. Win- 
dows sutticiently large to admit plenty 
of light, but not too large, are very im- 
portant. 

The second consideration should be 
feed. As the Plymouth Rock is a heavy 
breed, somewhat slower. in their moye- 
mounts than the sprightly Leghorns, for 
eximiple, they can be very easily over 
fed. To rd aguinst this tendency 
they should be kapt coniparatively hun- 
gry, in order to induce them to scratch 
wud hant—in other words, to exercise. 
It pays best to give them this exercise 
ontdoors at all seasons of the year, 
whether the weather is cold or warm. 
If snow is on the ground, it should be 
Swept away a cortitin distance in their 
runs that they may take advantage of 
the outer air and not be continually con- 
fined to their coops. They are a well 
feathered breed and can stand any quan- 
tity of cold weather, 

If the breeding stock is cared for thus 
with a yiew of maintaining strong 
healthy, vigorous specimens, the eggs 
will be found to batch well and the 
chicks will live when hatched and 
thrive accordingly. As like begets like, 
we cannot expect strong chicks from 
weak and debilitated stock. 

Whether one uses the natural or arti- 
ficial method of hatching matters not, 
provided he muderstands the system he 
adopts. There is quite as much for the 
beginner to learn of the one as of the 
other. The idea that the hen will do it 
all is not a safeone. Hens must be prop- 
erly set aud properly cared for if a 
good hatch is desired. The Plymouth 
Rocks are excellent mothers, but they 


can become as unsatisfactory as any” 


other breed if not thoroughly understood. 

The young stock should have, how- 
ever, in either case, plenty of range to 
induce growth and deyelopment. The 
Ny and 
produce more eggs if kept yarded the 
year round, but the youngsters should 
have perfect freedom until they reach 
maturity. As Plymouth Rock chicks 
arc rather slow growers it is best to 
hatch them by the middle or last of 
March, and if hens are not broody then 
the machines shonld be called into use. 
This early hatching will give us layers 
surely by Noy. 1, even if the care has 
not been perfect. 

Early eggs in vember command a 
high market price, and it will thus pay 
well to make your pullets producers at 
once. A free use of raw meat three 
times a week will be found a great help 
in inducing carly maturity. This, how- 
ever, must not be used until the stock 
ie t¥o-thirds grown and after the bugs, 
Grasshoppers, etc., have become scarce. 
If green food is hard to find on the 
range, a8 it usually is in September, it 
should bo supplied, as it is very neces 
sary, being the natural food of all poul 
try. 

The keeping and raising of poultry, 
if snccesy is dosired, are not what may be 
considered easy. It requires first a love 
for pursnit and then a natural in- 
clination to study and learn by personal 
experience how success may be a

CARING FOR HOUSE PLANTS. 
A Few Suggestions as to How They Can 
Be Made to Do Well. 

In order to have the best success in 
growing houso plants for the windows in 
winter tho first thing is good, healthy 
plants, freo from insects. People often 
fail to revive a sickly plant. The aim 
should be to get good soil from the florist 
or from pasture, It matters not whether

it be a geranium ora palm, the best of 
care is nec: sssury for suc Nothing is 
more beautiful than a window filled with 
fine flowering plants in inidwinter, but to 
have a lotol plants} feet high, not a leaf 
on them, is not inviting, and they require 
us much care as the beulthy plants 

The practice of most plant buy 
get them of the florist in the spring 
them in the garden and let them grow ull 
summer. When the first frost comes, they 
will lift the large plants, full of bud and 
bloom, out of the ground and pot them 
Ina fow days the plants begin to lose 
their foliage and wilt The best way to 
do is to cut away about two-thirds of the 
plant and make them start new roots and 
hew growth, though it puts off flowering 
for some time. ‘The best way to have good 
house plants is to buy what are wanted in 
May. put in good sized pots, and plunge 
the pots in the carth See that good drain- 
age is obtained, pit a small bourd on the 
bottom to keep out the worms, and about 
every two weeks turn around to keep the 
roots from going through tho bottom of 
pot Keep well watered through the sum- 
mer, and by fall you will have fine plants 
that (will produce wore flowers than half a 
dozen poor ones ‘The best plants for tlow- 
ering in winter are geraniums, Chinese 
primrose, calla, cyclamens, cinerr 
nations, Easter Lili 
Konlas and many others 

Insects should neyer be seen on plants 
Regular use of tobacco smoke at least 
twice cach .week will drive them away 
‘The red spider often does mach mischief 
before he is discovered A dry. hot nt- 
mosphere favors his production ‘Vo pre- 
vent him keep the plants moist and 
syringe them Bulbs, ferns, palms, ete., 
make good plants for home culture Most 
house plants do well in an average tem- 
perature of not more than 60 de os ab 
bight. with 20 or 25 degrees higher in the 
daytime. Plants are often put in the cel- 
lar for tho winter ‘Lhey will live, but 
not make as good a plantasa cutting 
rooted in March. We have to watch them 
closely in theysreenhouses, If men in tho 
florist business could raise plants by put- 
ting them undera bench in the winter 
they would get rich in a few years 
ering plants necd the best sunlight, while 
folinge plants will thrive without the 
bright sun Plants should not be put up 
too high ina room, for the alr is too hot

CHINESE IMPERIAL DECREE. 


Emperor Attempting to Excite His Sub- 
> jects Into Stubborn Resistance. 

New York, Dec. 31.— Washington 
special to the Herald say The Emperor 
of China is attempting to excite his sub- 
jects Into stubborn rosistance to the par 
tition of his Himpire by the Buropean 
powers.

Appreciating how distracted the Em- 
peror is over the landing of the Germuna 
at Kiao-Chou, the stationing of the Rus- 
sian fleet at Port Arthur, and the danger 
of the distribution of his Empire among 
the great powers growing out of these 
occupations, Administration officials say 
it is not surprising than he should have 
uttempted to make his people understand 
the grave possibilities of the future by 
appealing to their superstifion.

SEA ANEMONES. 


Something About These Strange and Beat 
tifal Plant Animals. * 

Anemones are benutiful animals that 
abound on the shores of the sea. They aro 
polyps of a soft, gelatinous texture and 
haye a great many tentacles arranged In 
circles and extending like rays around the 
mouth. The baby anemones have only 
one row of tentacles, bub they increase — 
gradually outside ie 

Each tentacle is provided with anum- — 
ber of coiled threads, called ‘lasso cells,” . 
which when thrown out entangle and — 
poison the prey upon which the anemones — 
feed. When food is taken, they at once 
fold up their tentacles and appear to be in- 
dreamland. After thus napping they 
slowly expand by filling with water, an 
when fully expanded they resemblo vee 
liantly hued polypetulous flowers. Ind 
the ancients thought them flowers, and 
accordingly gaye them the name ‘roses — 
of the sea."" a

Ammonia In Plant Caltare, 


While the ordinary kerosene emulsion 
and solution of copper haye proved an im- 
mense boon to the cultivator of fruits and 
trees in the open air, Mechan's Monthly 
is authority for the statement that they 
are usually objectionable to the small 
umateur flower grower, to whom some- 
thing clean and casily applied to small 
plants is a greater advantage. For these, 
tho various insecticides and fungicides for 
salo by the florists offer some good recom- 
mendation. Where these are not to bo 
had, it is said that a wash of ammonia is 
effective. As the ammonia bottle is now 
one of the supplios of every well ordered 
household, it may be put into use readily 
All these articles, however, require some 
little care in thoir first application.” One 
should always try a little at first on somo 
plants that are of no considerablo yaluo 
before risking thom in a wholesale way. 
For instance, the scalo on orange leayes 
and the leavos of oloanders, or the leaves 
of somo aslmilar. plant affectod with any 
kind of insect, can be tricd first. If no 
injury follows, then it may be applied on 
 somowbat moro extensive sealo. With a 
fow plants and a brush a considerable quan- 
tity can be gone over in a short time.

THE FAR EAST SITUATION. 


British Government Reticent 
Scare is Looked on as Prem, 


London, Dec. —In well-informed 
circles the general impression prevails 
that the alarm of newspapers and among 
the public in regard to the far East is at 
| premature, While the members of 
the Government are r ent, they ars 
evidently sincere in disclaiming the leas, 
alarm. The impression gathered in Min- 
i al quarters is that Great Britain is 
carefully watching cvents, biding her 
time, and that she certainly will not fail 
to act promptly and vigorously at the 
proper moment. It is intimated in quar- 
ters usually well posted on such matters 
that Germany either has, or wishes to 
have, an understanding on the subject 
with Great Britain. This view is strongly 
supported by Prince Henry's visit to 
Queen Victoria, at Osborne, by his sub- 
sequent trip to London, and by the auto- 
graph letter which the Prince is said to 
have taken to Her Majesty from Emperor 
William, of which confirmation is forth- 
coming. The Emperor's letter to the Queen 
is regarded as being a distinctly conollia- 
tory step on the part of Germany. 

But there is no doubt that Great Bri- 
tain is quietly preparing for all eyentual- 
ities. Should it become clear that Ger 
many and Russia hayo really commenced 
a game of grab, Great Britain will be 
prepared to assert her claims for a divi- 
sion of the spoils. That Russia-does not 
expect trouble, is shown in the fact that 
she has not one battleship in the far East. 

But of course if Russia does not leave 
Port Arthur in the spring her stay there 
may lead to other grabbing. The British 
Government, however, is apparently not 
borrowing trouble. From a trading point 
of view it is pointed out that even in the 
ovent of the opening of three new foreign 
ports thoy will probably be as little 
harmful to Shanghai as Boston, Baltimore 
and Philadelphia are to New York.

LORD SALISBURY’S ORGAN 


Points Ont the Queer Combinations Ex- 
isting Among the Nations. 


London, Dec. 27.—The Standard says 
in an article on the situation in China:— 

“We haye for Christmas contemplation 
one of the most singular tangles that 
have ever tried the patiences and perspic- 
acity of diplomatic experts. The eastern 
question in Europe, as affected by the 
system of continental alliances, was baffl- 
ing enough in its intricacy. Republican 
France, from mere fear of Germany, or 
from a desire for revengo, became the 
sworn friend of despotic Russia. But 
while the Czar is full of grace and enthu- 
siasm toward President Faure, he has 
also the language of symp:.thetic, warm 
friendship and close anderstanding to 
offer the German Emperor, and such is 
the lucky magnetism of the Muscoyite 
autocracy that Austria permits itself to 
forswear its distrust and dismiss, for the 
time being, any extreme apprehension 
about the Balkan Peninsula. But Aus- 
tria-Hungary is itself rent by internecine 
disputes which, to those who watch with 
admiration and gratitude the noble deyo- 
tion of the Emperor King, appear to 
threaten the cohesion of the vast fabric 
that is held together by his personal in- 
fluenco, 

‘‘Ttaly meanwhilo is forced by reverses 
which the auspicious gallantry of its 
army has failed to ayert, to rednce the 
sphere of its activity abroad and husband 
its resources af home. Great Britain, be- 
cause it refuses to Indentify itself olther 
with the Russo-French of the 
Austrian alliance, becomes a 
tho ill nature of at least two powers. Yot 
a concert of all these powers is contrived 
to prevent the re-opening of the eastern 
question, which, it is recognized, would 
the signal for the long-postponed col 
lision, This co-oporation, however, per- 
mits Germany to show its bad temper 
and masterfulness at the oxponse of Crete 
and Groove,

Surprising Rosults of Experiments Made | 


by w Noted British Scientist. 


How long docs it take a man to think? 
Professor Kichet at the recent meeting of 
the British oclation gave the results of 
his inves tions into this subject He 


found that by mentally running up the * 
notes of the musical scale for one or more | 
octaves and then dividing the total time 
by the total number of notes thought of 
tho time taken for each note was one-clev- 
enth of a second. 

‘There are various ways of arriving at 
conclusions as to the npount of thine neces- 
sary for realizing ony physical sensation 
or inental impression. If the skin be 
touched repeatedly with light blows from 
a small hammer, a person may, according 
to Professor Hichet, distinguish tho fact 
that the blows are separate and not con- 
tinuous pressure when they follow one an- 
other as frequently as 1,600 a second 

‘The smallest intervals of sound can be 
much better distinguished with one car 
than with both ‘Thus the separateness of 
the clicks of a revolving toothed wheel 
was noted by one observer when they did 
not exceed UU to the second, but using 
both cars he could not distinguish them 
when they occurred oftener than 15 times 
asccond. ‘The sharp sound of the electric

much less keen than hearing in distin

It has been found that we can hear far 
more rapidly than we can count, so that if 
a clock clicking movement runs faster than 
10 to the second we can only count four 
clicks, while with 2U to the second we can 
only count two of them. Fatigue and 
want of nervous vigor have a marked effect 
in lengthening the shortest time thut we 
can distinguish between different impres- 
sions. 

Alcohol acted, as night be expected, in 
making the subject of experiment not able 
to distinguish such minute intervals of 
time as he was able to do withouy it and 
at the same time in making him belicve 
that be was doing better than usual.—New 
York World 


WOODLAND HOUSEKEEPERS. 


What They Do In October to Prepare For 
the Winter. 

Have you ever seen the weasel carry his 
winter food to his deny If you mect bim 
in the woods, watch him at work. No one 
could be more methodical. He brings his 
food to the entrance of his home and sud- 
denly pops into the round hole in the 
ground that serves him as adoorway. Not 
to alarm him, go quictly to the entrance 
and stand perfectly still. He will continue 
to work, with no show of annoyance at 
your presence. Whatever food he may 
have brought he will lay it near his door. 
go in, turn around and then reach out to 
drag in the dainty after him. 

The chipmunk is another busy house, 
keeper. He works on much the same plan 
as the weasel, and to and fro he will has- 
ten on the still days of October, seeming to 
understand the advantage of toiling while 
the winds and sky are favorable In stor- 
ing his provisions the chipmunk is far 
more careful than the red squirrel, and he 
isalso more particular about furnishing 
his home. He selects the dry imaple leaves 
or those of the plane tree and stuffs them 
carefully into his cheek pockets to carry 
them to his den. When he cannot tind 
enough nuts or grain, this provident little 
housekceper chooses something ‘else. 

We know of two chipmunks that were 
observed by a student of animals while 
they were gathering cherry pits from un- 
der.a cherry treo near the student's house. 
As he preferred watching the workers to 
disturbing them, they grew most friendly 
and were full of joy at the unusual feast 
that they were laying up for, themselves 
They gathered the seeds of the sugar ma- 
ple also, and, as many of the keys were 
ygt on the trees, although the leaves had 
fallen, the chipmunks harvested them by 
running swiftly out upon the ends of the 
small branches, reaching for the maple 
keys, snipping off the wings and deftly 
slipping the nut or samara into their check 
pockets.—Our Animal Friends.

Urgency for Money in India, 


London, Jan, 11.—Yesterday the Goy- 
ernment invited tenders for India bills to 
the amount of £1,000,000 for the discharge 
of bills payable on the 22nd. The string- 
ency in money in India is so great it is 
believed gold shipments will be necessary. 
Special allotments of telegraphic transfers 
on Bombay were made to-day at 164d 
per rupeo. 

So great is the urgency for money in 
India that the India Council is_consider- 
ing plans to increase the supply of cur- 
rency. In order to facilitate the operation 
of issuing silver coin against gold de- 
posits at the rate of 16d per rupee and to 
save the time and expense involved in the 
remittances of gold to India, it is said 
the Council will receive, on bebalf of the 
Indian banks or merchants in London, 
gold for deposit in the Bank of England, 
against which orders or transfers will 
enable silver coin to be drawn from the 
Indian currency departments. 


Dogs for the Klondike. 


Winnipeg, Jan. 11.—Mr. G. Bell Davies, 
accompanied by Mr. Hoggins and others 


from England, has arrived in the city 
from the Kast with a palace horse car 
containing 74 dogs. He has brought 


them from Antwerp and Holland to tran- 
sport the provisions for the party to the 
Klondike. The party will leave the coast 
on Feb. , and expect to reach Dawson 
by the end of March. Each dog train of 
four will be expected to carry a train of 
from five to six hundred pound of goods, 
and one man will be engaged for every 
two trains.

Toronto, Jan. 11.—Alfred Thomas, a 
colored man 30 years of age, went into 
Debney’s restaurant, 203 York street, at 
5.30 last night, and fired two shots into 
his wife, Lizzie Thomas, a white woman, 
from whom he had been separated for the 
past nine months.

The Oxford Downs are 4 comparative 
ly new breed, produced by 
cross breeding of Cotswolds and Flauip 
shires, with au occasional mixtus 
Southdown blood. An English authori 
ty “Tho Oxford Downs shor 
have a nice, dark color, the poll well | 
covered with wool, adorned with a ton 
knot on the forehead; of 
wool, not too curly; a well formed bar 
rel, on short, (not 
spotted), with firm mutton.’ 
Thoy are decidedly the largest of all th 
Down breeds, cut more wool and of 
longer staple 

The Southdowns have 2 
fleece of fine wool, faces and of a 
dusky brown color, slightly | 
arched, limbs short, with broud and 
compact body. They will subsist 
lig pasturage, but do better when | 
well fed, mature very carly avd ar 
hardy and prolific, often producing two 
at a birth—a popular breed for the pro 
duction of early lambs 

The Shropshires partake of the genor- 
al characteristics of the Southdown, but | 
considerably leavier in fleece and body. 
They are called the most prolific of all 
breeds. 

The Hampshire Downs resemble the 
Southdowns, but are very much Jarger 
They have a good constitution, are 
hardy and fatten ou smaller amount of 
food than, some other breeds, mature 
early aud are good wool bearers, the 
fleece usually weighing from five to six 
pounds; they do well in large flock 
which long wooled varieties do not, and 
are Valnable for crossing sith native 
breeds and grades, 

The Cotswold is the most poprlar of 
the long wooled class in the United 
States; they resemble the Leicesters ip 
appearance, butare larger and haye con- 
siderable wool upon the forehead, while 
the Leicesters are nearly barefaced 
They bave not appeared to doas well in 
some sections of Maine as have the 
Downs, though some very good ones are 
on the fine grazing sections of Aroostook 
county.—Maine Agricultural Bulletin 
No. 9. 


Right Kind of Uogs For Breeding. 

Whatever the breed may be the sow 
should bo loug bodied, squarely built, 
but flat in the sides, what is sometimes 
called ‘‘slabsided,"’ rather than round 
bodied, stout in the legs and shoulders, 
and rather larger in head and ears thay 
her mates in the pen. Thick and coarse 
bristles on the back and along the neck, 
almost like a mane, are considered ingi- 
cations of strength and vigor or a 
strong constitution, which will prods<c 
strong, healthy pigs. 

The boar, if of the same breed, should 
be moré like the typo intended for fat- 
tening—that is, short in the body and 
legs, with heavy bams and sboniders, 
not too coarse in bristles or large in the 
head and ears. If both sow and boar 
are too coarsely built, the young will 
be apt to grow too much like the old 
razorback races. 

For swine to fatten easily and cheap- 
ly in the eastern states, where we have 
neither clover pastures vor extensive 
cognfields, and where corn and clover 
are cash commodities, 1 confess to a 
liking for the small and medium York- 
shire, preferring that the sow should be 
of the larger breed, when it is conyen- 
ient to obtain such, or good grades of 
these breeds. But there are other good 
breeds and grades, or crossbred swine, 
that are profituble to keep and feed for 
fattening as well as these. 

When oue bas obtained good animals 
for breeding, they may be and should 
be kept several years, allowing the sow 
to have two litters a yeur, the first lit- 
ter about the middle of March, which 
can be weaned at 5 or 6 weeks old and 
fattened before Christmas, while the 
sow can be mated again to dropa second 
litter iu September or October, which 
will make prime roasting pigs at 6 or 
8 weeks old, if it is not desired to keep 
them throngh the wiuter.—Ames in 
American Cultivator. 
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Live Stock Points, 

The best way to have your horses ip 
good condition for spring labor is to 
work them moderately all winter. Then 
their shoulders wil! not get so tender 
that they will gall under the heayy 
pulling required at the opening of 
spring. Besides this consideration of 
keeping horses’ muscles firm there is an 
other. Nothing is more productive of 
loss than feeding a lot of idle and use- 
less horses and other animals through a 
long winter. Old style farmers used to 
do that. The new style cannot afford it. 
Let the ruralist therefore about 
him carefully to find some winter haul- 
ing or other work for his team, if not 
on his own place, then somewhere else, 
It is no excuse that the roads are not 
good. They ought to be, everywhere in } 
this republic, good all the year round.

By this time the Maine woods were full 
of logging camps, which were occupied by , 
men of all nations. Among these the tale 
spread rapidly. Men with money caught 
the craze for Dupont’s wealth and sent 
well equipped partics to all portions of 
northern Maine. Stili no diamonds were 
found until Jerry Harper came here from 
New Brunswick. 

If Harper's story can be credited, he 
found the diamonds by accident in the fall 
of 1885. He met aman. in Houlton who 
hired him to go into the woods, telling him 
to be at the old log bridge in Masardis at 
4 o'clock in the afternoon four days later. 
Instead of finding a whole crew, as he had 
expected, nobody but Harper's employer 
showed up. He looked Harper over, mo- 
tioned for him to fall in behind and start- 
ed off at a brisk walk for the woods, The 
man paid no attention to logging roads or 
natural paths, but wont due northwest by 
compass for two days, making no stop ox- 
cept to eatand sleep. Near the close of 
the third day he ordered Harper to stop 
and putupa lean to camp, as they had 
reached the end of the journey. 

Long after supper the strange man light- 
ed a dark lantern, and producing a long 
rope told Harper to follow him. ‘They 
walked a mile or more and came toa ‘high 
ledgy hill, which they ascended. On top 
of the hill wasa round knob of ledge about 
four rods in diameter. ‘Though the ledge 
was of limestone the capstone was clay 
slate, indicating that it bad been broughe 
thither at a later date. The man cuta 
stout thorn beam stick and used it to pry 
up this stono, while Harper chinked it in 
place by smaller stones. When it was half 
Way up, the two men took hold of it with 
their hands and stood it on edge. The re- 
moval of the stone revealed a seam in the 
ledge 10 fect long and 4 to 6 feet wide. 
The strange man then turned to Harper 
and said: 

Tio this line about you and take the | 
lantern and I'll lower you down.”

four feet deep, so that no line was needed, 
which led Harper to belleve that his com- 
panion had never seen the place before. 

“Now,"' suid the man, ‘pick up all the 
bright pieces of glass and stone which you 
see and pass them out to me."' 

Harpet turned the light of the lantern 
on to the bottom of the cave and saw that 
it was covered with bones, among which 
wero piles of great gems which almost 
made him blind. He had picked up one 
stone and was rising to hand it to the 
man above when. the flat cover of slate 
rock fell down, hitting him on the head 
and rendering him senseless. He was 
aroused by a blast of cold air jin his face. 
Looking up he saw three men standing at 
the edge of the hole waving torches above 
him. Belleving them to be his late com- 
panion and two other employees who had 
come later, Harper staggered to his feet, 
held out the diamond and said: 

‘Here's one of them, and there are a lot 
more among the bones."’ 

Instead of taking the proffered gem, the 
men began to yell with terror and started 
off through the woods, running for their 
lives. Harper, who still believed them to 
be friends, gave chase, following them un- 
til nearly daylight, when he fell down ex- 
hausfed. He passed « week in searching 
the woods, but failed to find the open tomb 
orapy of the men. Then he concluded 
that another party had come while he was 
down In the tomb, and, having killed his 
employer, the men were about to descend 
for the spoils when they saw him and 
heard bim speak, and, mistaking him for 
4 ghost, left tho treasure without seeing a 
single diamond. 

In the summer of 1889, as Harper was 
conducting # big party up the Little Aroo 
stook river, a ¢anoe was overturned near 
Aroostook falls, and Harper and two com- 
panions were drowned, Since then scores 
of voyages have been made after the buried 
wealth, which is still 
Philadelphia Times.

Information on the Right Mixture For 
Hintloos to Smoke and Chew, 

As we scv, it is a most amazing extent 
to which tobacco hus spread all over carth 
in these 800 years, when it w. S brought 
into England from America by Sir Walter 
Raleigh in 1586 A.D. In Turkey 
perpetually in every mouth. In China it 
is so universally practiced that a female of 
6 or 7 hus « pocket in her dress to hold her 
pipe and tobacco, In Burma it is smoked 
by perxons of all ranks, even achild of 2 
ors. In india all classes and both sexes 
smoke, eat and smell, 

It grows in India so vigorously that we 
can scarcely find a town or yillage in Hin- 
dustan where no plot of ground would be 
found covered by this perpetual plant, 
And in the same manner there would be 
Very fow of our readers who know the proc- 
asses In which the tobacco becomes suite 
able for our usual smoking. It would be 
hot therefore out of place to draw before 
the public an outline of its manufacture, 

When it is full grown and its leaves havo 
begun to acquire a Yellowish tint, it is 
gathered and left on the ground to be 
withered one day or more in the sun. 

Although we ean have smoking tobucco 
from many different ways it would suf- 
fice here to mention some processes, for 
their sultubloness, current in a most fa- 
mous place for the purpose In India, known 
as Biswan, in Seotapore district, 

Being withered, it ts brought to be cudg- 
eled with wood so firmly as to become w 
dust, which is called ruddee and mixed 
with sirup and alkali or impure carbonate 
of soda, It Is left in balls to be dissolved 

Now a leavened or khumira tobacco is

Chloral is the popular hypnots, | 
but is the ono which most frequently gives | 
rise to habit Clergymeon seem to be par 
ticularly addicted to the formation of this | 
habit. When Lopened the discussion on 
hypnotics at ths British Medical associa-. | 
tion, I was takon to task for saying that | 
chloral Was a dangerous drug, yet it was 
admitted that it was the custom 
digitalis with the chloral. Digitalis is not, 
an antidote to the paralyzing effect of 
ebloral when administered with it, for the 
action of digitalis is altogethor too slow.

Sooner or later chloral will be 
used in a case of fatty degeneration of the 
heart, and the patient may be killed with 
perhaps a dose of only ten grains. It is

MARRIED MEN LIVE LONG, 


Interesting Statintics Compiled by a Noted 
German Scientist. 

Persons who desire to live to a good old 
age will do well to take a lesson from an 
interesting work on the subject which has 
been issued by Dr. Schwartz of Berlin. 
Lhe doctor has given much time to the 
study of longevity, and the conclusions at 
which he has arrived are based on statis- 
tics which seem in all respects reliable. 

He begins with the bold statement that 
any ono who desires to liye for fourscore 
and ten years should get married. In oth- 
or words, he cluiims that conjugal life is a 
necessary condition of longevity. Here 
are the statistics which support this state- 
ment: Of 200 persons who had reached the 
age of 40 years the doctor found that 125 
were married and 75 unmarried. Of 70 
men who had reached the age of 60 years 
he found that 48 were married and only 
22 unmarried. 

He next took 88 men, each of whom 
was in his seventieth year, and ho found 
that 27 were married and 11 unmarried. 
Finally he took 12 men, each aged 90 
years, and found that # were married and 
Sunmarried. It may be claimed that no 
sure conclusion can be drawn from statis- 
sies of this nature, for the reason that the 
institution of marriage is spread all over 
the world, and hence it is natural to find 
the majority of persons married. Dr. 
Schwartz in reply again brings forward 
some curious statistics, These statistics 
show that the mortality among bachelors 
between the ages of 30 and 45 is as high as 
27 per cent, whereas among those who 
are married it doos not exceed 18 per cent. 

“Tt is evident,’’ says a French writer, 
who has closely studied Dr. Schwartz's 
statistics, ‘that wo must acknowledge the 
potency of’ these figures, and that, if wo 
desire to live to a good old age we should 
get married as soon as possible. We should 
cortainly do so if we wish to live a full 
century, for Dr. Schwartz cites the cases 
of 50 centonarians, not one of whom is a 
bachelor, A curious fact, too, is that these 
50 centenarians wero sll widowers.''— 
New York Herald.

-i# Mexican bullet, 

*Unele Billy’’ did not take part in the 
war of tho rebellion, as the breaking out 
of that war found him an owner of slaves 
ona plantation in Missourl, and he was 
in the dilemma of syimpathizing with the 
south and unable to fight against the flag 
which hoe had helped to carry and support 
so long. He came to Helena, bringing 
with him some of his slaves, who were 
loath to part from their former master, but 


the anodern conveniences for protection 
from the severity of Montana wir s were 
somewhat scarce in Helena in 1863-4, and 


the negroes being unable to stand the cold 
he sent them to Oregon for a milder eli- 


mate. 

Uncle Billy’ is as full of the history 
of the wost as an egg is of ncat, There is 
not a section of tho United States west of 
the Mississippior north of Mexico with 
which ho is not familiar, and when ina 
reminiscent mood ho tells many a frontier 
story of mountain and plain of intense 
interest. 

“T was all through California in 1848-9, 
and have been through thore several times 
Since. Irode a mule once in the early 
fifties from Sacramento down through into 
old Mexico. 1 have many friends in Los 
Angeles, and, besides, I shall probably 
see Apache Bill down there somewhere. 
Tho last 1 heard of him he was a prosper- 
ous citizen in that vicinity. Whois Apache 
Bill? Well, Idon't mind telling you tho 
story. 

“Let me see. It was somewhere along 
in the carly spring of 1855. 1 was ono of 
a company of guides and spies numbering 
about 80 mounted frontiersmen, all expe- 
rienced fellows, under the leadership of 
Kit Carson, about whom so much yellow 
backed literature has been written. 

‘Well, this company of guides and spies 
was attached to Colonel Fauntleroy’s 
troops in pursuit of the Apache Indians, 
who had been marauding, murdering and 
Jooting on the Mexican frontier above 
‘Taos, The regular troops, about 500 men, 
had been called out to suppress these dep- 
redations and it was tho duty of Carson, 
our captain, and his company to scout in 
advance of tha troops. The weather about 
that time of the year was somewhat cool 
and disagreeable. ‘The scouts came upon 
the Apaches, 500 strong, early in the morn- 
ing before light, and it was our object to 
surround them and hold them in engage- 
ment if possible until the arrival of the 
regulars, but the wily devils were on the 
alert and wero already breaking camp. 
Wo stampeded and captured enough ponies, 
however, to set tho greater number of them 
afoot, and then pursued them hotly sev- 
eral days into the fastnesses of the moun- 
tains, where we came upon them again. 
In this second brush with them we killod 
a numbor, including some squaws—for 
they had their squaws with them and it 
being in the early morning it was impossi- 
ble to distinguish the bucks on account of 
the similarity of their dress with that of 
the squaws at that season of the year. 
But let mo say right here that the squaws 
of the Apaches were as merciless in their 
warfare os the bucks themselves. Kit 
Carson shot one in the back while she was 
on horseback and just in the act of get- 
ting away with one of our men, who was 
down, but Carson was greatly grieved at 
having shot a woman, for Kit was the 
tenderest hearted man that ever drew a 
blade on an Indian, and he afterward gave 
#& Mexican five silver pesos to go back and 


_put her out of her misory. 


“After a hotly contested engagement 
through tho chaparral the Apaches retreat- 
ed farther into their stronghold and I 
wentin pursuit of a number, when one 
whom I had taken for a buck Indian, but 
who turned out to be a squaw, attempted 
to jump her pony across a deep, narrow 
gorge in the hills. The horse failed to 
make a successful leap and fell to the bot- 
tom and lay on his back, fast in the ravine, 
with his feet fanning theair. As itseemed 
fruitless to follow the rest of them, 1 dis- 
mounted and entered the cavernous bed of 
the now dry mountain streain in search of 
the unhorsed foe, I followed the tracks 
up the gorge about 150 yords, when I came 
upon a bed of sand at tho edge of a great 
stratum of slate rock, under which the 
water had washed a deep recess, 

“Noticing that tho tracks of the fleeing 
Indian were somewhat irregular in this 
sand, I stopped, and getting down on all 
fours I peered into the depths beneath, 
from which came no sound, but after my 
eyes had become accustomed to the dark- 
ness I saw two little eyeballs that flashed 
like diamonds, I managed to reach in and 
got hold of a little human leg and pulled 
out an Apache papoose, probably 3 years 
old, who began to squall and fight like a 
wildcat, having with animal instinet re- 
mainod motionless and quiet until cap- 
tured. Then, discovoring that I had been 
following o squaw, I went back to my 
horse, tied the papoose in my blanket and, 
mother fashion, cinched him on my back 
In that way, after giving up further pur- 
suit of the Indians, I rode with bim 100 
miles back to the troops. I namod him 
Bill, after myself, Apache Bill. 

*Gotting to camp, I found that nothing 
would reduce the Httle redskin from bis 
savagery but plontiful supplics of sugar, 


and finding him too much of an incum 
brance in ny ne of business L sold him

The Bast Hastin Farmers In i 
held cting in the opera hou 
Dest Saturday h in Satur 
day is not the best day fora meeting 
at Deseronto and the attendance wn 
not, therefore is large as could be 
wished, However, there was quite a 
number of intelligent farmers present 
from Sopbiasburg mud a few from 
Tyendinaga sand Richmond, Very 


marked interest was taken in the pro 
ceedings and the present expressed 
themselves as very much pl d with 


of weeds, etc., benefits of meetings of 
farmers’ institutes had been oe 
fied in many ways. ‘The literature dis- 
tributed was of an invaluable character 
and it was surprising that a farmer 
would be withoutit for any cost, much 
less when it could all be obtained for a 
membership fee of only 25 cts. 

A. Brown, of Picton, was then in- 
troduced as the first member of the 
deputation to addvess the meeting. 
Mr. Brown's subject was “Growing 
potatoes and preventing diseases of the 
same.” He dealt with it in a practical 
and interesting manner, The subject, 
he stated, was of great interest. Last 
year considerable damage had been 
done by blight, from 50 to 75 per cent 
of the crops being injured. The loss 

yas felt the moré inasmuch as prices 
season had been high. “In dealing 
‘scab” he found benefit by using 
two ounces of corrosive sublimate to 
two gallons of water This mixture 
must be kept ina wooden vessel Do 
not empty what left over where 
stock may be about. Wash the pota- 


is 


toes in a solution for one and a half 
hours and plant. This will prevent 
scab; though it may appear when 


potatoes are raised on the same piece 
of ground for anumber of years. Seab 
injured ‘the potatoes, as more had to 
be cut when paring and they were con- 
sidered unhealthy. Coming to blight. 
His hearers weve familiay with it It 
made its appearance in end of July or 


beginning of August. A bunch of 
spots would appexr on the leaves 


Afterwards the leaf became yellowish. 
It penetrated the leaf and sapped the 
life ont of it. It would in foggy or 
wet weatherspread over a wholepateh 
It was the cause of the famine in 
Ireland in 1846, Bordeaux mixture 
will prevent blight. Apply mixture 
by a spray pump, using horse and dving 
four rows at once. A piece of gas 
pipe with T connection and holes 
drillec; four nozzles and nine feet of 
pipe will do. By holding down close 
to the vines when young it is easy to 
do effective work; as an experiment 
about the middle and end of August he 
left two rows in the centre remain 
unsprayed, The result was that the 
yield of these rows was 36 bushels less 
peracre. The spraying costs only 50 
ets per acre, In 1806 he sprayed three 
times in August, with gratifying re- 
sults. At the same time add paris 
green to destroy bugs The blight is 
worse when weakened by flea beetles, 
each hole on the leaf isting the 
blight. Bordeaux mixture keeps the 
flea beetles away. The advantage in 
this was that potatoes would be sound; 
potatoes with scabare not so good; 
they are wet and soggy. He thought 
farmers could raise their own seed by 
saving the balls, The plagues were 
not so badinearly varieties of potatoes. 
In the cultivation of potatoes he liked 
clover soil, rich ground, plough in fall, 
gang in spring, plough between, 3 feet 
apart, two orthree lively young fellows 
cancut and plant as fastas he can 
plough. Harrow well after planting 
and twice afterwards when rows show; 
cultivate if rain makes ground solid, 
Make hills to prevent sunburn. Pre- 
ferred ordinary sized potatoes; cut to 
walnut size, leave good bulk of seed to 
each eye, If soil rich plant close to- 
gether, 

A discussion followed, Mr, Keator, 
Rennie and others taking part. Mr, 
Brown said that best quality of pota- 


toes grows in light soils. He preferred 
on the whole to spread manure in 
winter. Advised others to do the 


same unless manure was under cover, 
Some people thought that fresh man- 
ure increased the scab but experiments 
proyed that this was not the case, 
Olover is the best of manure, Rolling 
was ®& poor practice for retaining 
moisture. Mr, Rennie, giving his 
experience, believed in scuffling deeply 
to loosen soil and give circulation of 
air. He cultivated deeply and late 
even with corn, using short whipple 
tree.

thoso who disappear are not atllicted mon- 
tally In nearly every instance where a 
man of sound mind disappears and no 
murder has beon committed close investi- 
gation will disclose the fact that ho has 
some real or fancied cause for getting out 
of the way. Wives aro always positive 
their husbands love them, but 1 have 
Known instances in which men who to all 
outward appearances were devoted hus- 
bands wero really weary of life with their 
conjugal mates and quietly ‘disappeared’ 
in order to get rid of them. 

“They would not faco the scandal of the 
divorce court, and indeed had no Cause to’ 
base an action on, Men sometimes be- 
come annoyed because their business af- 
fairs are not in wood shape and seck relief 
in voluntary retirement. Others, again, 
are imbued witlr love of adventure, and 
after sponding years in quict domestic sur- 
poundings suddenly become’ imbued with 
an uncongerable desire to sco other phases 
of life It is possiblo and even probable 
that somo of the people reported as miss- 
ing fall victinis to footpads, but the num- 
ber is small. Crimes of this kind are cas: 
ily detected, and while tho perpotrators 
may not bo caught iu every instance the 
identity of the victim and the fact of kill- 
ing aro pretty sure to be quickly estab- 
Hished. 

“Sudden insanity accounts for many 
mysterious disappearances, but as a gen- 
eral thing you may charge them up to 
women. Muny men live double lives, anid 
when the situation gets distasteful it is 
only natural they should try to better their 
condition by dropping ont of sight so far 
as ono of their female partners is con- 
cerned, 

Ono of tho quoorest cases of mysterious 
disappearance with which the Chicajo po- 
lice department has had to deal is that of 
John W. Matthews, who quietly dropped 
out of sight in this city in November, 
1806, and has never beon heard from. An 
husually vigorous search was made for 
Matthows because he was an intimate 
friend of Captain Campbell, secretary of 
the department, and tho latter interested 
himself in seeing that the hunt was a 
thorough ono, Matthgws lived in Mon- 
mouth, Ills., and was a man of considevr- 
able wealth, Hecame to Chicago about 
tho middlo of November wearing a new 
sult of clothes and with $700. in cash 
Hero ho mot and talked with several 
friends, all of whom afterward remarked 
that he was in fino health and spirits. 
‘Two days later Matthows was missing, nd 

~ no traco of him was to he found. 

“The police were baffled, when a mind 
reader gavo them a clew which led to 
strange disclosures. This porson siid Mat- 
thews had been suddenly taken iiss. in 
Chicago and had gono to a howl in Madi- 
son street, near Clark street, where he 
registered under his proper niune, but in 
an undecipherablo running hind, and hac 
been assigned to a rdom on the fourth 
floor, Before bedtime, however hed 
taken o car and gone tothe lake ear 
Jackson park, where ho drowned binself. 
Shortly after this, the mind reader said, 
the body was washed ashore in the Calu- 
inet region, where it was found by a fish 
erman, who appropriated tho money and 
Valuables and then tosaye himesclf trou- 
ble buried the remains in the sands. 

“The hotel, the spot where tho suicide 
occurred, tho appearance of the fisherman 
and tho locality in which Matthews’ body 
was Washed ashore were all described with | 
inuch minutoness by the mind reader, His | 
story caused & Kreat deal of merriment in | 
police circlos until Captain Campboll in 
sisted that it should bo looked into, and all 
tho essential facts wero found to be cor- 
roch. Actual suicide and robbery of the 
body wore never established, and many of 
Matthews’ friends think ho is still alive, 
but in othor things there was an exactl 
tude of description that was alarming 

" Matthows’ signature was found on the 
hotel register, and ho had been assigned to 
4 fourth floor room, which he had not oc 
cupled. Search along tho southern lake 

front revealed ao spot identical with that 
given by the mind reader as the place where 
Matthows had jumped into the water, and 
in the Calumot country tho officers found 
tho fisherman they were after. There also 
it was easy to make out the mind reader's 
picture of the corpse marked beach where

In this abode the mother bird lays two 
eyus, Which ure great curiosities The 
long end of tho egg tapers down to a point, 
while its color isa dirt or brownish red; 
with many dots and spots upon it. The 
young birds are driven forth from the nest 
by their savage parents to scratch for 
themselves us soon as they are able to fly, 
and no training whatever is given then 
by the old bird. That is left to their in- 
stinct, wich hunger and necessity develop. 
There is no going back to tho old home 
for the young eagle, fer the mother bird | 
at once tears up every vestige of the nest 
where they have thriven since birth, and, 
while thoy emit plaintive shricks, durts at 
them and pushes shem off the crags or 
rocks, and as they must take to their 
wings or fall this is how they learn to tly | 
utonee, It takes three years for a young | 
eagle to gain its full and complete plum- 
axe and for the deyelopniecnt of its strength 
Once full grown, provided he does not 
micet with a violent death, an eagle should 
live between 80 and 160 years.

If the male bird be the stronger, most 
of the prey belongs to him, and he allows 
the female to cat but a paltry share be- 
tween flerce thrusts of his beak. If the 
fomale is the stronger (and she gencrally 
is), tho malo bird cowers and winces un- 
der many a fierce blow from his unfeeling 
wife, no matter how small the morsel he | 
is striving to get. But when danger 
threatens no human pair battle so for- 
midably for themselves and cach other as 
do two eagles. It is a noteworthy fact 
that each male has but one mate during 
his lifetime. If the female is killed or cap- 
tured, the surviving male becomes an 
eaglo hermit and flercer than ever. 

Kagles are often seen near their nests 
together, but when the sun is shining they 
frequently take their majestic flight 
straight toward it until they disappear 
from sight. Sitting upon the mountain 
side their vision is so keon that they can 
seo far down in the valley ashcep or young 
goat, a big turkey or rooster, a small pix. 
a rabbit or partridge, and almost instan- 
taneously they descend upon their victim, 
Often when o large calf or goat is to be 
attacked and carried off four or six of the 
great birds will unite and remove the cur- 
cass to a safe spot, when they will immo: 
diately bogin to fight it out to see which 
éf them is entitled to the choleest bits, 
and it is truly a suryival of the fittest in 
such combats 4s thoso. But an caglo is 
always confident of his strength, aud rare 
ly overreaches himself in such contlicts or 
in bis desire for prey. When lingering by 
the mountain rivers watching tor ducks } 
or zeese, or even fish, a pair of eagles will 
display thoir natural shrewdness, They 
swoop from opposite directions upon the 
fowl, which tries to oscapo by diving and 
could outwit one cagle. But suddenly as 
tho bird comes to tho surfaco of tho water 
the second oagle seizes him, 

With its wonderful power of sight, coy- 
ering a radius of miles, tho eagle combines 
au swiltpess of flight equally marvelous. 
In o single night and day a full grown 
engle can fly 1,000 miles, Oftentimes the 
visitor in the Tennessco mountains can 
just soo him like a little speek in tho sky 
moving restlossly and rapidly in majestic | 
circles about the crest of # faraway peak. 
Tho sightscers and mountaineers who love 
to watch eagles always chooso tho break of 
dawn or a calm sunset. Then thoy are to 
be seen wheeling in circles and gliding 
about in horizontal sweeps, just before 
starting out on a day's hunt or settling | 
for the night.—Cor. Now York Post.

in winter it also warms more quickly 
in spring. In open winters, when there 
are alternate spells of cold and thawing 
Weather, the drained soil both freezes 
and thaws several times during the win- 
ter. Yet it does this without serious in- 
jury to the winter grain growing over it. 
‘This is probably because the water has 
been so far abstracted from tho soil that 
no ice can form to clusp the wheat roots 
and then in thawing throw them on the 
surface. My

es the soil with the ammonia it con- 
tains when the hour frost is thawed.

“lt requires twoor three years after an 
uuderdrain is put in to get its best ef- 
fects. Even the first winter it will 
drain the soil immediately over it aud 
for a short distance either way. If the 
soil is full of vegetable matter and per- 
ous, it will drain farther. But the sec 
ond winter the soil will be drained « 
considerable distanco farther than the 
first, and some gain will bo made the 
third and fourth winters. In a clay soil 
this extension of the benefits of under- 
draining is slower, especially if most 
of the vegetable matter in the soil has 
beew worked out by cultivation. For 
this reason underdrains are often made 
shallower and nearer together on clay 
soils, so as tosecuroe more perfect drain- 
age. But we believe that drains fully 
three feet deep and four rods apart will 
give the best satisfaction in the long 
run. A drain that depth will secure 
perfect drainage two rods on either side, 
and though it costs moro to dig the 
deeper drain it does not cost £0 much to 
put in the tile or stone for one drain as 
it does for two.

Lung Worms In Sheep. 

In answer to a correspondent who de- 
scribes the symptoms of an ailing ewe 
The Country Gentloman says: 

The ewe you described suffered from 
lung worms, and there was also a cir- 
cumscribed patch of inflammation in 
one lung. Sho was also infested with a 
species of worm that causes little tu- 
mors, sacs or tubercles in the walls of 
the intestines. This parasite causes 
great fatality, and it spoils the intes- 
tines for sausage casings. The lung 
worms are apt to be more fatal to 
Jambs, while this intestinal purasite 
that causes the tumors is more prone to 
seriously affect older animals, The con- 
dition of the infested sheep is largely 
dependent upon tho number of worms 
present, and the trouble is apt to be 
worse during the winter months. 

The symptoms have been given, but 
one cannot tell which sort of parasite is 
causing sheep to do badly and finally | 
dic, unless post mortems are made. The 
disease progresses very slowly and is 
usually so insidious as to be entirely 
overlooked until many of the flock aro 
in a serious condition, 

To rid a flock of worms of the class 
under consideration it is necessary to 
treat each animal, as no one can say 
that one animal is infested and another 
is not. Of course, now and then an ani- 
mal whose end is near may be singled 
out and pronounced affected, but if that 
is true it ia equally certain that more 
are also infested that have not yet yield- 
ed their strongth to the invaders. 

‘Treatmont consists in the medication 
of the flock, frequent cleaning out of 
the yards and sheds, when sheep aro kept 
up, change of pasture when they aro at 
Gross and plowing of infested fields, or 
the uso of such fields by other kinds of 
stock, 

Put a good layer of sulphur and air 
slacked lime all over stable or shod 
floors, yards, eto. ; then put on what lit- 
ter is needed and remove this in two to 
fonr weeks and burn it or plow under. 
Keep spirits of turpentine mixed with 
salt always where sheep can have access

The sores that result in sloughing 
away of somo parts are caused either by 
the excessive heat arising from friction 
of the harness or by a killing of the 
parts from cutting off of the blood sup- 
ply through long continued pressure. 

» An understanding of these processes 
enables one to alleviate the conditions 
favoring them. ‘The same collar should 
be used on a horse, provided it is # good 
one, so as not to be continually shifting 
the pressure; then put a horse to heavy 
work gradually, Stop frequently, not 
long at a time, and raise the collar, 
manipulating the parts of the shoulder 
upon which it rests with the fingers, so 
us to restore the circulation. It is an ex- 
cellent plan to have an old cloth at- 
tuched to the harness to use to wipe the 
perspiration from the shoulder, On re- 
moying the harness bathe the parts upon 
which the harness has rested heavily 
with cold water. This contracts the 
muscles and tends to prevent inflamma- 
tion and swelling of the parts, 

At this time of year, when the work 
is chauging to imploments with tongues, 
wo are apt to think that tho old farm 
horses are almost as liable to have sores 
developed upon their necks as young 
horses just being put to work. Tough- 
ening oe part does not make all proof 
against injuries. ‘The necks of the old 
team should be watched always. 

Should an injury appear bathe the 
pert with cold water or apply ice so 
Jong as there is gny inflammation or 
fever in the part. This usually lasts 12 
to 24 hours, Pads kept wet with cold 
water are beneficial. After the fever 
has all subsided use warm water to has- 
ten the repair of the parts. Whenever 
the skin is broken from any cause, bathe 
with a 2 or 5 per cent solution of creo- 
lin It should also be used where the 
skin is badly bruised. It prevents infso- 
tion of the parts. —Harm and Home. 


Behorning With Caustic Potash, 

First, the caustic should bo applied 
as early in the life of the calf as the lit- 
tle horn, or button, can be located. Sec- 
ond, the hair should be carefully clip- 
ped away from the young horn, and the 
caustic thoroughly rnbbed in. Third, 
caro should be taken not to apply the 
caustic to the surface of the skin except 
over the little horn. 

When the operation is properly per- 
formed, it is necessary to olip but very 
little hair from over each horn, Six or 
eight drops of the saturated solution of 
the caustic applied to each horn and 
well rubbed in are amply sufficient to 
prevent further growth. If the applica- 
tion be carefully made, a casual obsery- 
er would not notice at any time that an 
operation had been performed on the 
calf. My practice has been to clip the 
hair closely from over the budding 
horn, moisten tho little button with 
strong soapsuds or ammonia water, then 
dip the stick of caustic potash in a dish 
of water, withdrawing it and holding 
it fora moment that the adhering drop 
may become thoroughly saturated with 
the potash, and rob it carefully oyer the 
little button, This was repeated tree 
or four times. The other horns were 
then treated in the same manner. Aft.r 
treating both horns the process was 
again repeated, giving from six to eight 
drops to each horn, This, if properly 
applied, will be sufficient to prevent fu- 
ture growth, In handling this stick pot- 
ash a bit of paper or cloth should be 
Wrapped about the stick grasped by the 
hand. —Rural New Yorker,

His fathor was able to loan him a few 
dollars, with which to partially stock 
the farm, buy a fow tools and get one 
step ahead. 
’ Mr, Wyckoff intended to develop that 
old ran down farm into a poultry farm, 
haying kept ‘‘a few hens’’ at his former 
home, and being a firm bolieyer in tho 
profitableness of producing eggs for 
market. He bought about 25 scrub hens 
and housed them in one of the old build- 
ings on the place, gradually added to 
his stock as the eggs produced by the 
mixed hens warranted it and had the 
second year respectable flocks of Plym- 
outh Rocks aud Brown Loghorns. 
From eggs produced by these flocks he 
sayed up $75 and the next spring in- 
vested it in White Loghorn eggs, and o 
year Jater had grown to a stock of 180 
good White Leghorns. 

Mr. Wyckoff got his ‘‘living’’ out of 
the old run down farm aud garden and 
set aside every dollar of the egg money 
to pay for mora hens or for the eggs 
from which to hatch them. Therein is 
tho seoret of his rapid climb to success. 
If he had insisted upon using small 
slices of this egg money in buying fam- 
ily supplies or better clothing or farm

tools or other things which were sorely 
needed in those first years, he wouldn’t 
have “got there’’ so quickly. There 
were many times when a dollar or two

lieved that easy times were just ahead, 
that the harder road was the shorter, and 
had the courage to wait and grow. That 
third year, when he had 180 White Leg- 
horns, eggs were extremely scarce and 
high, and in Jnouary alone of that year 
his flocks gaye him $90 worth of eggs. 
More ohickens wero hatched, moro build- 
ings and yards built, all paid for out of 
gg monoy, and for the Jast ten yeara 
Mr. Wyckoff has been selling $3,000 to 
$4,000 worth of products a year from 
that old farm. 

The hens have paid forit all. The 
total investment was the few dollars 
paid for tho first mixed hens, All the 
rest is accrued earnings of the hens 
themselves. The farm is all paid for— 
by thehens, The buildings to house 
them, tho fences built to inclose the 
yards, the hundreds of young fruit 
trees set in tho yards, together with all 
the cows, farm tools and machinery for 
carrying on a 60 ucre farm, have been 


paid for by those hens, and there's a 
dollar or two in the bank, Compare 
that condition with tho one of 15 yours 
ago, when the weekly wagos barely paid 
tho family expenses, 

Mr. Wyckoff says his ‘‘farm’’ don’t 
pay any profit. Ho keeps six or eight 
cows and makes butter for market—but 
says there's no money in it. Indirectly,

Bristol then had the 
fourth place, coming next after Newcastle. 

Plymouth, notwithstanding the excel- 
lence of its natural harbor, was a place of 
comparatively recent growth in 1377. It 
is described by Leland as haying been in 
Henry I1’s tiinc—about 200 years before— 
“a mean thing inhabited by fishers.—Gco- 
graphical Journal. 


THE FIRST TROTTER. 


A Gentleman From the Home of the 
Horse Tells a Few Facts. 

“One reason,’’ remarked the colonel to 
acompany of interested listeners, ‘that 
we ralso better horses in Kentucky than 
are raised anywhere else on carth is that 
we not only haye the water that makes 
bone because of the lime that ts in it and 
the finest grass in the world, but we have 
all over the blue grass region, where the 
great horses come from, an cleyation of a 
thousand feet and more above the sea, 
which gives just the right kind of air for 
a horse to breathe to become the right ki 
of a horse. Did you ever hear of ar 
great horse bred and born at sea level? 

“And speaking of horses,”’ continued 
the colonel, “how many of you know 
when the first trotting horses—that’s the 
kind I take to market—made their appear- 
ance in this country, or in any country 
for that matter? Of course there have al- 
ways been trotting horses, for that is the 
animal's natural gait, but I mean trained 
trotting horses. Well, the father of trot- 
ting horses in the United States, and gen- 
erally, for the trotting horse may be said 
to have originated in tho United States, 
was Messenger, a thoroughbred, in:ported 
from England in 1788 at the age of 8 years, 
and for 20 years thereafter at tho stud in 
the neighborhood of Philadelphia and New 
York. He was a gray horse with a long 
pedigree, which included some of the best 
English strains as well as Arabian, from 
which he probably took his color. He had 
a numerous progeny by thoroughbreds and 
cold bloods, and almost inyariably these 
latter produced horses which showed the 
trotting instinct, and strangely, too, tho 
sons of his thoroughbred sons showed the 
same trotting quality. It took some time, 
however, for the trotter to get off of the 
road and divide turf attraction with the 
thoroughbred, but it was bound to come, 
and in the year 1818, ten years after Mes: 
senger’s death, the first public trotting 
race of which there is any record in the 
United States took place, when the gray 
gelding Boston Blue was matched to trot 
a milo in threo minutes, a feat deomed at 
that time to be impossible. All the same, 
the gelding went the mile in loss than 
three, though what the figures were no- 
body knows, as records were not kept then 
as they are now.’’—Washington Star,

The moro brilliant that ar- 
rangement the more successful the writer. 
The writers of the English dictionary alone 
have been able to fit more than 40,000 
words constructed from these letters with- 
out much effort. The language is said to 
contain 100,000. Tho confusion of Eng- 
lish sounds and letters is well illustrated 
by spelling coffee without one correct let- 
ter—kauphy, which spelling is nearer the 
original than the one in use, for a pam- 
phlet was printed in Oxford in 1659 on 
“The Nature of the Drink Kauphy, or 
Coffeo.’" 

Many eccentric deyices of literature de- 
pend upon the peculiar arrangement of 
letters. Some of theso have fine sound- 
ing names and aro recognized as famous 
recreations of the learned. The palin- 
drome, which isa lino that reads back- 
ward and forward, is ono of the most diffi- 
cult of all feats of lotter juggling and 
has engaged the attention of the world’s 
eleverest brains. 

The anagram has occupied a most pro- 
tentious place in literature. Wits and 
wiscacres of tho olden times looked into 
the names und places for satires and fo, 
omens, Several astronomers have used 
anagrams to socuro thu credit of discoveries 
which they did not wish to reveal, Louis 
XIII retained in his service an anagram- 
matist named Thomas Bullon, with a pen- 
sion of 1,200 livres. It was deemed a 
prophecy of fate when it was found that 
the name of Louis de Boucherat could bo 
transposed to “ost la couche du roi’’ (is 
the mouthpicco of the king); that of 
Francis do Veloys to ‘do facon suis royal’ 
(of royal strain). The fascinating Maric 
Youchet procured # liberal pension for the 
iter who deduced from her name ‘Je 
me tout?’ (1 charm all),—Detroit Free 
Press.

it is sold and accompanying it through 
every change of ownership would bea 
means of fixing its identity positively. 
Such charts’ the record company uses in 
connection with established earmarks. 

Mr, L, N. Bonham describes in 't 

Breeder's’ Gazette the card as follows: 
Tho sceretary has prepared forms cf 
pedigree on the back of which appear 
blank outlines of the right and left sides + 
of a pig. These biwuk outlines are also 
on the stub of the pedigree kept by tho 
breeder. He gives instructions for the 
breeder to ‘‘take this blank and whilo 
looking at the pig before shipping him 
or sending his pedigree for record marl: |

Hoe 
also may not be skillful in use of hiy 
pen as a letter writer, but he can find 
those who can do such work if he wish- 
es to serve his customers as well as be 
ought. The average breeder can give on 
theso outlines a better idea of the nuin- 
ber, location and size of the anima!’s 
markings than he can in words The 
identification of his produce can be 
cured aud no sbyster can appropriate 
the breeder's skill or pedigree for anoth- 
er pig.

- HORSE'S HOOF, 


From Birth to Death It Requires Faith- 
fal Attention. 

From the birth to the death of tho 
horse, says a fellow of the Reyal Col- 
lege of Veterinary Surgeons, the hoof 
requires attention if it is to be kept in 
a healthy condition. It is before the 
hoof is shed that the feet are generall: 
neglected, and tho animuls suffer ac- 
cordingly, because they are young und 
immature, and the bones and other tis- 
sues are soft and could be easily distort- 
td to suit the conditions under which 
they are kept. The feet of foals und 
growing horses should therefore have at- 
tention given to them, since neglect at 
that period often sows the seed of con- 
tinuous tronble. The hoofs should be 
kept clean by being *‘picked ont’? as of- 
ten as possible to prevent any dirt or 
hard substance being buried in the fis- 
sures of the feet. Lhey should be exam- 
ined from time to time (say every six 
or eight weeks) to detect any defects of 
shape that might be taking place. If 
the feet are not growing level and sym- 
metrical, they should be rendered so by * 
rasping away the horn which is’ not 
naturally worn down. Uf thut is neg- 
lected, the animal will soon have the 
fetlock joint bending over toward the 
outside. On no pretense whatever 


should the front of the wall be iuter- 
fered with, for the glazed coating of its 
It 


surface protects the horn beneath it, 
should therefore be left untouched. 

It would be as well to disab 
ple’s minds of a very popular 
viz, that wet, soft ground and even 
manure yards are the best places to keep 
youug horses, and some would even 
have the frogs and soles pared thin to 
allow the moisture to penetrate more 
easily, No greater mistake is made than 
that, for the preservation of “the hoof 
depends to a great extent upon the soil 
the mal was reared on, The best 
footed horses are bred on dry soils, and 
that is undoubtedly the kind of ground 
best adapted to the healthy growth of 
horn.

RIDGING LAND IN AUTUMN, 


It Prevents the Leaching Away of food 
Elements of the Surface Soll

‘Another great benefit to be derived 
from the practice of ridging is that the 
lund can be worked 4 week to ten days 
earlier than with the ground in the or- 
dinary condition. This also means 
earlier work of the nitrate and other 
germs which develop fertility in the 
soil. Further, ground that is ridged 
north and scuth can be worked earlier 
than that ridged cast and west. 


Different Forms of Potash. 

Potash, like phosphoric acid and ni- 
trogen, does not exist as such in fertil- 
ts, but is held in combination by 
some other materials. Different sub- 
Stunces serve to hold it and modify its 
properties so that it will serve as food 
for plants. A writer in American Gar- 
dening sa 

The nearest approach to pure potash 
which we have in commerce is ‘‘pot- 
ash lye.’’ The properties of this materi- 
al are well known. It is extremely cor- 
rosive in its action and unfit to be ap- 
plied to the soil, 

There are in Germany large natural 
deposits of material containing potash 
in combination with muriatic (hydro- 
chloric) acid, and others in which the 
potash is combined with sulpburie acid. 
The former is the source of muriate of 
potash, and the latter of sulphate of pot- 
ash, which is used in fertilizers, The 
former costs less than the latter and is 
less valuable as a fertilizer becauso tho 
chlorine which it contains is detrimental 
to the growth and quality of some crops. 
As an example potatoes and tobe 
grown with fertilizers containing mu 
ate of potash are not of as good quality 
as when grown with fertilizers contain- 
ing potash as sulphate. 

‘There is no practical difference in the 
guickness of availability of the two 
forms, both being soluble in water and 
in a condition to be immediately taken 
up by plants. 

Yor ficld crops such as corn, wheat, 
grass, clovers, ctc., the muriate is cheap- 
erund just as good. For garden crops, 
tobacco, potatoes, etc., the sulphate 
should be used, 

Different brands contain potash in dif- 
forent forms for this reasop—some are 
intended for one purpose whe 
does no harm, others for purposes where 
it is harmful.

N, 
Gould, All the nominees retired, with 
the ex pio of W. P. Hudson, and 
Wim.

On motion of W. Gillespie, seconded 
by Mr, Clark, it was resolved that the 
choice of the convention be unanimous. 
When a vote was taken between Mr, 
Hudson and Mr White, the former ve- 
ceived the majovity, and on motion of 
Mr. White the nomination was made 
unanimous.

ROW IN BELGIAN CHAMBER: 


Soolulists Kicked Up « Racket and Had « 
Mot Fight With the Troops, 


Brussels, Jan 26.—M. Domblon, the 
Socialist who yiolontly attacked the Presi- 
dont of the Ghamber of Doputies on Fri- 
day last, ontored the vestibule of the 
Chiunber of Deputics yesterday afternoon, 
accompanied by a band of Soelalists, ‘The 
officer in command of the guard informed 
him that, in pursuance of the President's 
order, he could not be allowed to enter, 
Whereupon M. Domblon raised cries of 
“Vive !Arme,’ ‘Vive la Republique.’ 
A crowd collected and aftenpted to rash 
the soldiers, with tho result that there 
was a yiolont scuttle, the troops withstand- 
ing the mob with fixed bayonets, und a 
hand-to-hand fight taking place betweeft 
Socialists and anti-Soocialists, 

For the thne the tumult was indesarib- 
able, and a strong body of police was re- 
quired to quell the disorder. Within the 
Chamber of Deputios the greatest excite- 
ment also prevailed, The Socialist depn- 
ties demanded to know who was responsi- 
ble for the violence of the soldiers towards 
the deputies, The tumult became deafen- 
ing, and the Ministers who mtton Bil to 
reply were shouted down. 

There was further uproar in the House 
when one of the questioners declared he 
was responsible for the presence of the 
troops in the Chamber, adding, as a 
warning to the Soojalists, that he would 
always do his duty against them, 

M. Vanderyelde, Socialist, denounced 
President Beernaert for calling him a 
‘fighting man,’’ whereupon the President 
Suspended the sitting amid great disorder. 

When business resumed, the President 
made a speech justifying the action faken 
against the Socialists, whereupon M. Van- 
dervelde again rose ind \ttered a violent 
tirade against the quaesters, and asked 
who had ordered the Socialists to be 
thrashed.

The enormous loss suffered in the 17 
states of the neighboring republic, 
where the scale is ravaging is buta 
measure of what this Province will 
escape by the Government's admirable 
action, 

Quite appropriate in this connection 
is the following extract from an inter- 
view with Albert Pay, Proprietor of 
the Prospect Hill fruit farm, near St. 
Oatharines, Ontario,” said Mr Pay, 
“but I must say that in Mr. Dryden 
the present administration has a most 
competent man. When he asked me 
to éome to Toronto to look over his 
bill, Land those with me, expected to 
find that we were necessary- to the 
perfection of that bill But we were 
not. The billhad been drafted and 
was submitted to us for our approval. 
We found the ground fully covered and 
nstead ofteaching the Minister how to 
preserve the fruit, we found ourselves 
istening to Mr. Dryden's plans. It 
would be impossible to finda more 
capable Minister of Agriculture in the 
Province. We were delighted with 
him,” 

“It is the Government’s intention,” 
continued Mr, Pay, “to destroy, or 
cause to be destroyed, every fruit tree 
that is known to be infected with the 
San Jose Scale. It is believed that the 
pest was brought in to Canada from 
Baitea States nurseries, and it hus be 
come so tatal to the fruit trees that 
extreme n uresare necessary. The 
bill provides for compensation to an 
amount which will enable the grower 
to replace the trees without expense to 
himself, and the penalty forneglecting 
to destroy infected trees is such us to 
induce every owner of an orchard to 
see that the law is ‘iedout When 
the infected trees are destroyed we 
can then start over again under a new 
law providing for the rigid inspection 
of ay imported nursery stock «and the 
exclusion of treesaffected by the scale.”

A FAMOUS PICTURE. 


The Almost Miraculous Escape of Ra- 
phaol’s "Christ Bearing the Cross." 

No picture perhaps has had so romantio 
an adventure or so miraculous an escape 
as Raphael's Christ Bearing the Cr pF 

It was ordered by tho fraternity of 
Mount Olivet at Palermo, tho brothers 
Wishing to have a specimen of the cele 
brated Italian paintor’s work hanging iu 
their monastery. Tho picture is remark 
able for the truth with which the painter 
has portrayea the suffering of the Saviour 
as he bonds beneath the heayy load 

Raphael painted it in Rome, where he 
carried out so much of bis work, and the 
picture was carefully packed and dis- 
patched by sea to Sicily. During the short 
yoyage a storm arose, and the wind and 
waves became so violent that the vessel 
was wrecked 

The crew and passengers perished, and 
no trace of the ship or her cargo was seen 
ugain, save the picture, which, floating in 
its ¢ the water, was washed ashore 
and discovered by the expectant monks. 

On the case being opened 
that tho son water bad in no way injured 
the divine beauty of the painting, which 
was hung upiut Palermo amid great re- 
joicing and thanksgiving at its miracu- 
lous escape. 

Raphael painted several portraits of his

The round picture of the * Holy Family,’ 
which bas been so often reproduced, was 
also painted on wood, Raphael, it is said, 
having seized the bottom of a tub and 
sketched the flgures upon it for lack of 
more suitable material. 

Among his countrymen he was known 
as ‘Tl Diyino’’—**Tho Divine Raphael.” 
He was tho son of an artist named Gio- 
yanni Sanzio, from whom his first lessons 
in art wore received, Liter he became a 
pupil of Perugino, who quickly recognized 
his genius, and under whoso tuition he 
executed while still a mere youth works 
which not only equaled but surpassed 
those of his master. 

Raphael lived only 87 years, and tho 
amount of work he executed was indecd ex- 
traordinary. It isysmall wonder that such 
undertakings as the froscoes on the second 
floor of the Vatican and the cartoons for 
the Sixtine tapestries wore his strength 
away. ‘Tho originals of these cartoons 
hang in our National gallery. 

‘The Jast work upon which Raphael was 
employed was a painting of ‘he Trans- 


figuration."’ He dicd of fever and was 
buried in the Panthcon.—English Ex- 
change. i

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“ABOUT CAMPHOR. 


How the O¢ 


srous Drag Is Obtained 
Fr the Trees. 

Notwithstandir 
row limits of its natural environ 
camphor treo grows well in cultivation 
under widely different conditions It has 
become abundantly naturalized In Mada 
gascar, It flourishes at Buenos Ayres, It 
thrives in Egypt, in the Canary islands, 
in southeastern France and in the San 
Joaquin valley in California, where tho 
summers are hot and dry. Large trees at 
least 200 yoars old are growing in tho 
temple court at ‘Tokyo, whero they aro 
subject to a winter of 70 or 80 nights of 
frost, with an occasional minimum tem- 
perature as low as 12 degrees to 16 degrees 
F. The conditions for really successful 
cultivation appear to be a minimum win- 
tor temperature not bolow 20 degrees F. 
50 inches or more of rain during tho warm 
growing scason and Woundance of plant 
food, rich in nitrogen. In the native for- 
ests in Formosa, fukien and Japan cam- 
phor is distilled almost exclusively from 
tho wood of the trunks, roots and larger 
branches, 

The work is performed by hand Jabor, 
and the methods employed scem rather 
crude, Who camphor trees are felled, and 
the -trunks, larger limbs and sometimes 
tho roots are cut into chips, which are 
placed ina wooden tub about 40 inches 
high and 20 inches in diameter at the base,

tapering toward the top like on old fash- 
joned churn. ‘The tub has a tight fitting 
coyer, which may be removed to put in 
the chips. A bamboo tube extends from 
near the top of the tub into the condenser. 
This consists of two wooden tubs of differ- 
ent sizes, the larger one right side up kept 
about two-thirds full of water from 6 con- 
tinuous stream which runs out of o hole 
in one side. The smaller one is inverted, 
with its edges below the water, forming 
an airtight chamber. 

This air chamber is kept cool by the wa- 
ter falling on the top and running down 
over the sides. The upper part of the air 
chamber is somoti:nes filled with clean 
rice straw, on which the camphor crystal- 
lizes, while the oil dripsdown and collects 
on the surface of the water. In some cases 
the camphor and oll are allowed to collect 
together on the surface of the water and 
are afterward separated by filtration 
through rico straw or by pressure. About 
12 hours are required for distilling a tub- 
ful by this method. hen the chips aro 
removed and dried for use in the furnace 
and a new charge is put in. At the same 
time the camphor and oil are remoyed 
from tho condenser. By this*method 20 
to 40 pounds of chips are required for one 
pound of crude camphor.—United States 
Department of Agriculture. 


Ancient Barbers, 


Tho cult of the beard, according to the 
ancient Jewish writers, started in the 
garden of Eden, Adam, they tell us, was 
several miles in height, and was furnished 
with a prodigious beard which reached to 
his middle. F 

The ancient Jews, presumably on ac- 
count of this believed Edenic origin, held 
the beard in such high esteem that they 
considered it a greater insult to seizo a 
man by his beard than to tread on his 
corns. ‘hey cherished the hair on their 
faces as the callow youth of today does his 
adolescent mustache, trimmed it in vari- 
ous forms, perfumed it with odorous sub- 
stances and cut it only as asign of great 
affliction. So far did they carry their ven- 
eration for its dignity that laws were ac- 
tually passed regarding the manner of its 
wearing. This was probably done, bow- 
evor, in order that the chosen people might 
not imitate the neighboring races that 
made hair offerings to their gods, nor 
their former masters, the Egyptians, who 
were great patrons of barbers. 

he barber's lot was a happy one in the 
land of Egypt, where the people had such 
a high regard for tho tonsorial art that 
the majority of the men shaved not only 
the face, but tho entiro head, and capped 
their bald pates with wigs, while the 
priests went even further and shaved the 
entire body every third day. With this 
constant scraping of chins going on the 
barber's trade was an important one in 
the home of the pharaohs, and its follow- 
ers were kept busily running throughout 
the length and breadth of the land from 
early morning until sunset. They carried 
their tools in an open mouthed basket, 
and their razors were shaped like a small 
hatchet with a curved handlo.—Francis J. 
Ziegler in Lippincott's.
